sional ignored bld at or slightly above 
the m arktt price infrequently devel­ 
oped tracts of nervousness in the 
tom*, but the genera! tranquility was 
undisturbed. 
September, closed Wed 
nesday at. $1.06 and sluggishly slept 
through most of yesterday’s session 
slightly above that figure, 
In a vague 
sort of way there was known to bt1 a 
short interest out, hut that some par­ 
ticular individual or clique had secur­ 
ed control of the long side was un­ 
dreamed of by all not in the deal. 
The trader or traders In control are 
said to have held about 1,000,000 bush­ 
els, while the scattered short Interest 
ran between five and ten millions, ac­ 
cording to the average expert guess on 
the subject in the absence of actual 
figure*. In volume this does not begin 
to compare with some deals which 
board of trade history reveals, but in i 


compact efficiency it is said to be the 
peer of any1. 
No colossal winnings or 
losses are involved, although some of 
the weaker shorts were hard hit when 
‘*shoe-string,, 
resources 
are 
consid­ 
ered. 
Tin* efforts of soul** of these to 
extricate themselves during the last 
frenzied half hour were described by a 
spectator as pitiful. A small sum mul­ 
tiplied into comparatively heavy losses 
with distressing rapidity. 
Septem ber was $1,07 when the riot 
of the shorts began. 
Conditions had 
been bearish, and although Septem­ 
ber bad held sturdily In price, shorts 
still believed the break would come. 
Receipts in the northwest continued 
heavy and Europe refused to buy. a 
situation usually followed by lower 
prices. 
As the final moment of the 
trading month 
drew near and 
the 
break did not materialize the true con­ 
dition of affairs became apparent. 
One long with 5,OOO bushels to his 
credit snatched his profit at $1.10 and 
then watched what became of his sale. 
In the next thirty minutes it changed 
hands twenty-eight times on an ad­ 
vancing scale. 
The last mail who se­ 
cured it paid $1.20 for it. 
H* fore it 
rooted in his hands brokerage commis­ 
sions alone on the various transfers 
aggregated $350. 
One of the most influential traders 
on th** hoard waited until the top had 
been reached and then delivered the 
actual wheat at $1 20— 100,000 bushels 
of it. 
Little wheat came out until 
$1.18 was readied. 
At this figure and 
above a neat profit was garnered, de­ 
liveries amounting to 165,000 bushels 
going to scattered interests. 
It was 
necessary to extend the delivery peri­ 
od three times before the last account 
was squared. 
The hour for delivery 
of actual wheat is from l:3o to 2 p, rn. 
It was 3:43 before the last transfer 
had been made. 
While several firms are reported !o 
have profit tai by the deal, common re­ 
port credited control ut September to 
an eastern man. 
This trader is said 
to have bought around a dollar and to 
have recouped nicely money !<*st two 
years ago in an attempted “squeeze” 
which fail*#. 
He is likewise said to 
hay*1 been the man who made July 
shorts come to his terms at New York 
last summer. 
In some quarters it is 
insisted that the deal which ended 
yesterday was manipulated by Chicago 
interests. Confirmation of either story 
is not obtainable.

I did bot have the large augur to 
bore holes big enough for stout wood­ 
en bars, so i merely sawed down Into 
the upper edges ut each half ot the 
log at three place* aud spilt out the 
blocks, Iva vt ag it pi.ice Into which I 
could, put a piece ot four inch scant­ 
ling. 
I i nt three pieces of scantling 
thirty six Inches long and fitted them 
into the cut out places aud made them 
fas! by drix mg -pikes six inches long 
Into them.
